I am the Shelley P.M. Fussey who filed the captioned patent application. 



4. I have reviewed a Notice from the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office alleging that 
page 154 was omitted from the specification when the captioned patent application was filed.

6. I am providing the present declaration to explain my standard practice on filing an 
application and to document my belief that the captioned application was filed including all 
pages of the specification.
